4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Upon reconsideration of applicant's arguments, filed 05/29/2008, that the prior art relies upon 
the htr antibodies that detect the 55/50-kDa type-B TNF-binding protein, wherein the htr 
antibodies are non-cross reacting, and that the p55 tumor necrosis factor receptor is a distinctly 
different receptor from the p75 tumor necrosis factor receptor, wherein the soluble extracelluar 
portion of which is now known as TBP-II; 
the prior art rejection has been withdrawn. 

Consistent with applicant's arguments, Shalaby et al. (J. Exp. Med. 172: 1517-1520, 1990) 
notes that the htr antibodies are directed against the p55 TNF receptor, while the utr antibodies 
are directed against the p75 TNF receptor (e.g., see Discussion, particularly page 1519, column 
2). 
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Therefore, th prior art does not appear to suggest or teach the claimed methods of determining 
the levels of human TBP-II with anti-human TBP-II antibodies. 
Accordingly, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
